Mandamus proceedings brought in the Cir- 
cult Court by the Chicago Teachers’ federa- 
tion yesterday to compel the scheduling of 
corporation capital stock for taxation were 
tollowed by the filing of such schedules. Miss 
Goggin and Miss Haley, who have charge of 
the proceedings, are dissatisfied, however, 
with the amounts, and action will be taken to 
have me of the totals raised. 

It was late in the afternoon when Secretary 
Weber of the Assessors filed with County 
Clerk Knopf, for transmission to the State 
Board of Equalization, 857 tax list schedules 
of corporations doing business in Chicago. 
Of this number twenty-three bear date of Oct. 
8, the assessment being made by President 
Randall and the secretary of the Board of 
Assessors. They show an authorized capital 
aggregating $136,000,000; paid up capital, 


3109. 583,000; and personal property, $30,288, - 


500. 

Miss Goggin and Miss Haley say the au- 
thorized capital stock of t{ 
the corporations should much larger, the 
authorized capital stock“ being $170,032,800 
and the paid up $146,204,850, they claim.

ond petition for mandamus today to require 


correction of the schedules. 

The teachers urge that some of the sched- 
mules were defective by reason of the fact 
that the figures at which the stock is valued 
are given in the alternative, with no at- 
tempt at a decision as to whith value is the 
correct one. This, they declare, will give 
the Board of Equalization a loophole of 
escape, whereby a figure lower than is just 
may be assessed against the corporations 
‘involved. 

“These objections are well taken,” As- 
sessor Gray said, for the most part. The 
schedules are not correct. This was par- 
ticularly true in the case of all the great 
down-town department stores.“

Under the new revenue law the 
Board of Review@hould have been through 
long before it was, and this would have 
given the companies more time to learn what 
their tangible property was valued at, from 
which they could have arrived at the in- 
formation needed in the schedules for in- 
tangible property.“ 

In- the afternoon Deputy Sheriff Spears 
served the members of the board with notice 
of the application for the writ, and later 
Assessor Weber announced that the board 
would answer the writ. If after the hearing 
in court, at the end of five days, the teachers 
are sustained they will lose none of the rights

Joseph Jefferson Receives the Hearti- 


est Kind of a ‘Welcome at Powers’ 


Theater, Where He Plays the Well- 
Known Part Perhaps Last Time in 


Chicago—Tells of First Coming Here | 


Sixty Years Ago—Aided by Abraham 
Lincoln at Springfield. 


At the end of a performance of “ Rip Van 
Winkle” at Powers’ Theater last night, 
which long will be held memorable, Joseph 
Jefferson gave Rip's last toast to the audi- 
ence, 


pros- 


As he spoke he stepped to the front of the 
stage ahead of the descending curtain and 
an emotion which was not of acting entered 
into his voice. He would have begun his 
speech, but the audience did not so soon 
allow him the opportunity. It was not ap- 
plause that prevented, but a wave of solid 
sound in which all individual effort was lost. 
Not until Rip’s ‘impersonator, with a grati- 
fled smile, raised his hand did silence begin 
to come, and then it was minutes before the 
rhythmic beat became a broken patter and 
died away in absolute quiet. 

After the first act Mr. Jefferson had stilled 
a like commotion by asking his audience to 
wait until the play was over before calling 
on him to talk in a personal way. He en- 


| tered into his happy address by stating the 


reason of his earlier request. 

When. I came before the curtain then, 1 
he said, I refrained from addressing you, 
not because I wanted to, but because I 
thought it might possibly interrupt the 
thread of the play’s story to make a rem- 
iniscent speech during its interpretation. I 
may have been mistaken, however, for it is 
such an old story to you that it is not likely 
I could have broken the thread of it even if 
I had tried.. But if that is so you must par- 
don me for saying that you are quite as much 
to blame for the presentation of this old 


story as I am.“ 
And with this preface he. continued with 


words which he seemed as proud to utter as 


the audience was to hear—words which no 


other living actor could sa tol to his own 
role or to himself. 


Tells of Coming Sixty Years Ago. 

“It is thirty years,“ ran the simply spo- 
ken sentences, since I first acted this char- 
acter in Chicago, and it is sixty years since I 
first came as an actortothiscity. Itis quite 
likely I acted the character of Rip not only 
before the fathers and mothers of many of 
you who face me tonight, but before the 
grandfathers and grandmothers of some of 
you. It is, therefore, my privilege to be 
here in health, acting before the descendants 
of your ne and I assure 1 I am 
grateful. - 

“It may ** de interesting | to you, but it 
is to me, to know that those sixty years 
have passed since a day I arrived by boat 
om the lake shore opposite the city. The 
year was 1839, and Chicago was a village of 
2,000 inhabitants. To think of that timeand 
of the changes which have taken place since 
is almost enough to make one think he is 
Rip Van Winkle indeed. i 


Abraham Lincoln’s Kindness. 

In the time that followed my father 
opened a theater here. He was also an itin- 
erant manager, and [ recall that in touring 
about the State we went to Springfield, tak- 
ing there the first theatrical company ever 
to enter its limits. In those days the theater. 
was considered an abomination (as it is con- 
sidered now sometimes), and the fathers of 
Springfield placed our license so high it was 
‘prohibitive, and we were stranded there. In 
our trouble a young lawyer came to us and 
said he would go before the City Council and 
have the license lowered. He did, he suc- 
ceeded, and he charged us nothing. That 
young lawyer lies today under a tombstone 
not far from Springfield, and it bears the 
name of Abraham Lincoln. 

“ So you see I have recollections which bind 
me to both city and State. Returning to 
Chicago after an absence of three years to 
be greeted by this generous audience and to 
have this applause bestowed upon me makes 
me think that * Was mistaken after all 
when he said, We are so soon forgotten 
when we are gone.“

‘aminations with the questions. before the 
tests were held. 


To Verify Her Statement. 
She had left the office of the commission, 


where a secret investigation of the alleged 


frauds is being conducted, and, with Presi- 
dent Lindbiom, had gone to the office of 


the credit company, La Salle and Washing- 


ton streets, to examine its books. She had 


‘testified before the commission that she 
copied questions presumably for use in the

statements.

- books Weber told her that they had been de- 


posited with an attorney. He then accused 
her of removing documents from the office 
and of spreading false stories concerning the 
firm. She denied both charges. He: ac- 
cused her of testifying to things which she 
had denied in an affidavit. | 
„That is a lie,“ she sald. 


Weber Strikes the Woman. 
Miss Knabjohanna was standing behind 


Mr. Lindblom as she spoke. Weber, stepping 


to one side, struck her, and she nearly 
the blow. Mr. Lindblom 


picked ‘the money lender up by the throat 


and threw him to the floor. 


“TI ought to break your head.“ he said. 
“You may consider yourself under arrest.“ 

Afterwards Mr. Lindblom reconsidered and 
told Weber that he would not Interfere with 
the process of law, and that whatever result 
the affair would have would be im a police 
court. Miss Knabjohanna stated that she 
would obtain.a warrant for the arrest of 
Weber. When they returned to the trial 


‘room Miss Knabjohanna was faint, and lay 
on a couch while President Lindblom related 
the circumstances of the assault.

STORY OF ILLNESS AND DEATH. 


Physicians Relate the Circumstances of 
Miss Defenbach’s Demise— 
Coroner’s Report. 


The story of Miss Defenbach's illness a 
death and the Coroner’s inquest as to the 
cause of the death develops out of the state- 
ments of two physicians and the official re- 
port of the Coroner's deputy. 

Dr. T.. H. Schreuder, 447 North avenue, 
medical examiner for the Independent Order 
of Foresters of Canada, the man who ex- 
amined Miss Defenbach prior to her admis- 
sion in the Companion Court Virginia No. 
14.“ and attended her during her illness, 
made the following statement: 

I first met Miss Defenbach in June, when 
she came to see my wife and asked to be 
examined as a prospective applicant for 
membership in the Foresters. My wife has 
supervision over the Ladies’ auxiliary of 
the order in the State of Illinois. 

“ Prior to her visit here Miss Defenbach, 
accompanied by a man, had gone to the home 
of E. T. Richardson, High Secretary of the 
order, at 1423 West Monroe street, and had 
told him she wanted to become a member of 
the lodge. He referred her to Mrs. Schreu- 
der. I examined Miss Defenbach and found 
her in perfect health. I made out her appli- 
cation and the insurance was made payable 
to herself. When I asked her questions she 
replied readily until we came to the question 
of occupation. She told me she had no oc- 
— 1 and said she did not work at any- 

ng. 


Question of Her Means. 


“I sent the papers on to Toronto, head- 
quarters of the order, and they were re- 
turned to me with a personal letter asking 
if the applicant was 4 woman of means. So 
the next time Miss Defenbach came here I | 
asked her about it, and she told me she was 
a woman of means; that she owned proper- 
ty, and lived from the proceeds. With this 
information I returned the policy to Toron- 
to, it was returned to me, and I gave it to 
Miss Defenbach. 

In the meantime she had been initiated 
in the lodge, which meets in ‘the Masonic 
Temple. The Saturday before she died she 
went to the lodge, accompanied by a man, 
and said she wanted the policy changed in 
favor of her affianced husband. She ap- 
peared to be greatly excited, but the policy 
was changed in aecordance with her wish, 
and he' paid for the transfer.

UNGER’S CAREER IN CHICAGO. 


Eleven Years a Resident of the City— 
Practiced Medicine for Nine 
Tears. 


Three men in the disguise of expressmen 
drove up to the rear of a flat building at 
5482 Woodlawn avenue yesterday morning. 
entered the second-story flat; bound Frank 
Dryden, an invalid boy, to a heated radiator, 
and ransacked the house. . 

Frank Dryden is 14 years old. and lives 
with his mother at the address mentioned. 
For some time he has been suffering from 
nervous prostration. His illness was so 
severe that he has been confined to his ever 
since last Friday. Yesterday morning Mrs. 
Dryden and her daughter went down-town, 
leaving the boy sleeping quietly. He was 
aroused by two men, who pinioned his | 
arms, and held him fast, while another 
bound a handkerchief over hiseyes. He was 
led to the kitchen, where_his arms were tied 
with a dog chain, an ® was bound to a 
heated radiator.

The mattresses were 
stripped from the beds in the search for hid- 
den money, carpets were ripped up. books 
were thrown from the cases to the floor, 
pictures were pulled from the walls, the 
piano, chairs, and tables were piled in a 
promiscuous heap, and the contents of cup- 
boards and bureaus were scattered in con- 
fusion about the apartments. The men then 
visited the boy in the kitchen, and threat- 
ened him with violence unless he would di- 
vulge where the money was kept in the 
house. He was unable to tell them, and they 
began to pack the valuables in the rooms 
into a bundle. 

One of the men with a revolver stood guard 
over the boy while the others spread a 
blanket on the parlor floor and piled thereon 
wearing apparel, cut glass, crockery, books, 
bric-A-brac, and other movables. A con- 
sultation was then held, and two of the men 
decided to keep watch while the other drove 
the wagon around to the front of the house. 
At this juncture a grocery boy appeared and 
rapped on the door, but hearing no response 
went away. The burglars were dlarmed at 
his call and fled without their booty, leaving 
their victim still bound to the radiator.

Edwin Dryden, brother of the sick boy, came 
home for luncheon, and finding evidences of 
burglars, ran to call the police.

When Dr. Unger graduated, the question of 
his admission to the practice of medicine in 
Illinois came before the State. Board. of 
Health. Protests were filed by persons who 
knew that his record as a druggist and as a 
practitioner before getting his degree had 
not been clear. The statement was made be- 
fore the State board that he was not a proper 
person to be admitted to the practice of 
medicine, but the officials of the school de- 
fended him so vigorously that he ultimately 
obtained a permit which gave him wider op- 
portunities for the improper practice of his 
profession. 


Suit for Malpractice. 


A suit for malpractice is now pending in 
the Superior Court against Dr. Unger. The 
suit is brought by Rosa Salins, the 6-ycar- 
old daughter of Samuel J. Salins, 3738 South 
Paulina street. The attorney in the case is 
Alfred H. Gross, 87 Washington street. Dur- 
ing the week of Oct. 23, 1898, three Salins 
ehildren were ill of typhoid fever, and Unger 
was called to attend them.

Treatment of Porto Ricans. 


Colonel Bryan says with a sneer that the 
legislation upon Porto Rico makes the citi- 
zen of that island only 85 per cent of a man. 
The Aegislatieon for that island takes the 
Porto Rican out of the destitution, hopeless- 
ness, and practical pauperism into which he 
had been plunged by hurricane and by flood, 
and makes him a prosperous citizen. It gives 
him courts, justice, the management of his 
own affairs in municipalities, the election of 
his own Legislature, the imposition of his 
own taxes, protection for life, property and 
civil and religious rights, none of which did 
he have before. I ama member in the United 
States Senate of the Committee on Pacific 
Islands. There came before us the repre- 
sentative from Porto Rico of every industry 
in the island. When we learned the paralysis 
by the destruction caused by hurricane and 
flood of its three industries—coffee, and 
sugar, and tobacco—and that 80 per cent of 
its people, who are agricultural laborers, 
were starving and had no employment, there 
were two methods of meeting the emergency 
and resurrecting the industries of the island. 

One was to support the people out of the 
United States Treasury, which meant 
pauperism; the other, to provide them with 
the means of their own regeneration. We 
authorized the expenditure in relief works 


$2,000,000 of duties which had been collected 
before the new schedule of the government 
went into effect. We provided for a duty of 
15 per cent upon American products going 
into the island which were articles of luxury, 
leaving the articles of necessity and educa- 
tion free, and we gave that money into the 
Porto Rican treasury. We imposed a duty of 
15 per cent on the products coming from 
Porto Rico into the United States as against 
the same products of Cuba, which pay 100 
per cent, and of the British Islands, which 
pay 100 per cent, and, instead of putting that 
money into the Treasury of the United

STONES THROWN AT MARCHERS 


Incipient Riot in Which Michael Bauld 
Is Seriously and Others Slight- 
ly Injured. 


An incipient riot, in which one marcher, 
Michael Bauld, 1104 Wellington avenue, and 
half a dosen others suffered abrasions from 
fiying stones, which threatened to convert 
a political parade into a mob, took place 
last night at Chicago avenue and Sedgwick 
street, during the preparatory demonstra- 
tion for the Senator Depew meeting at North 
avenue and North Clark street. Policemen 
Mathews and Fitzgerald of the Chicago 
Avenue Station succeeded in dispersing the 
crowd by appealing to the angry Republicans 
for assistance. Bauld, who was hit in the 
eye with a brick and had his nose cut, was 
removed in the police ambulance to the 
Passavant Hospital, where he was resting 
well at a late hour, although the attending 
physician thought his eyesight might be in- 
jured permanently by the ugly looking 
wound inflicted by the missile.

HANNA TO THE SHOPMEN. 


SENATOR DISCUSSES CAMPAIGN 
‘ISSUES AT PULLMAN. 


ü Who Now Find Work trom 
. m. to 6 p. m. Appland the Speak- 
er's Words on Prosperity—Expiains 
the Economic Development of So- 
Called Trusts—Two Thousand in the 
Market Hall—Address Simple and 

Frank—William Amelius Presides. 


Senator Mark A. Hanna spoke in Market 
Hall for three-quarters of an hour to more 


than 2,000 workmen from the Pullman car 


shops and factories in the vicinity at 6 
o’clock last evening. The men came direct 
from their work and set down their dinner 
pails and bundles of greasy overalls at fre- 
quent intervals to applaud his statements. 

William Amelius, head roller in the Pull- 
man company's mill, acted as chairman, and 
many of the foremen and superintendents in 
the big plant stood in the audience with the 
workmen. Nearly every point made by 
Senator Hanna was applauded. The Senator 
talked principally “of the prosperity of the 
shop employés. 

There are in the neighborhood of 3,000 
men working in the Pullman shops at pres- 
ent. In addition, the paper car wheel plant 
and the West Pullman factories emplby 
several thousand. The Pullman shop men 
are prospering more now than in years, and 
Senator Hanna gauged his talk to them. 
The great majority of the workmen com- 
posing the audience were skilled laborers. 
They are busy from 6 a. m. to 6 p. m. and 
get paid accordingly. 

The Senator paid considerable attention to 
the trusts, repeating his former view that 
the big trade organizations are the direct 
outgrowth of prosperous times and an ef- 
fort to do business as economically as pos- 
sible. The speech was a frank and busi- 
ness-like statement, without any frills. 
was interesting enough to hold the close at- 
tention of the grimy shopmen who had been 
laboring twelve hours in the mills. It was in- 
tended that Senator Hanna should speak 
at 6 o’clock, as soon as the shops closed 
down, but he was delayed. But the work- 
men waited patiently in the Market Hall 
until he came, 

Chairman Amelius made a short address 
in introducing him, and this was also ap- 
plauded.

It wae charged that Mr. Rosewater has 
remembered this law, and has secured the 
names of 25,000 voters to a petition which he 
intends to file. The calm was also made 
that Mr. Rosewater had written pledges 
from the candidates for the Legislature from 
the county in which Omaha is situated that 
they would vote only for him for United 
States Senator. 

Mr. Rosewater, being communicated with, 
promised to refrain from the actions of 
which Messrs. Schneider and Lindsay com- 
plained. He said if they objected to having 
his name printed on the ballot he would not 
have it done. This was said to be satis- 
factory all around, and white-winged peace 
once more broods over Nebraska. 


RIVER WRECKS BIG GLACIER. 


Remarkable Changes Are Made by the 
Breaking of Body of Ice at 
Taku Inlet. 


Tacoma, Wash., Oct. 8.—[Special.]—En- 
gineer G. W. Garside, who has — to 
Juneau from Taku Inlet, reports that he 
found the appearance of things wonderful- 
ly changed by the slipping into the sea of 
half a mile of the big Windom glacier. 

For a century this glacier has been dead, 
and its terminal extended into the inlet as 
an immense crescent-shaped bar. Big trees 
grew on the bar, showing it had been there 
many years. Garside found all this changed. 
Instead, an immense body of ice is floating 
about, with huge icebergs, and a wide chan- 
nel has been cut through the bar to tide- 
water. 

His investigation convinced Garside that 

the river running beneath the glacier be- 
came blockaded, resulting in backing up an 
immense volume of water beneath and be- 
hind the glacier. This lake finally became 
so large that its tremendous pressure forced 
its way to the sea. In doing so it broke off 
a section of Windom glacier a half mile in 
length, along the glacier's front, 500 feet 
deep, and several -hundred feet wide. This 
ice mass was driven through the big sand 
bar, cutting a deep, wide channel, through 
which the river from underneath the gla- 
cier now flows unobstructed to the sea. 
Heretofore this subglacial drainage reached 
tidewater through a number of creeks. 
_ Garside thinks this convulsion of nature 
happened about Sept. 20. Several fisher- 
men residing nearby were greatly fright- 
ened at what they supposed was an earth- 
quake when the glacier broke off.

On April 25, 1897, Mrs, Lucie W. Hitt, first 
wife of Homer B. Hitt, died in ‘Chicago, 
leaving an infant ‘son, to whom she be- 
queathed all that interest in her property 
that she was not precluded by law from 
willing away from her husband. Mr. Hitt, 
however, was made the trustee for the es-

POLICE CHARGE WOMAN 'S

Several officials of the Plumb- 
ers’ union have been in favor of leaving the 

ouncfl and have urged members who are 
heir friends to stand by them, as it would 
be .the best for their interests. They were 
disappointed in the vote last night, and hope 
for no immediate success.

Phenix, Oct. 8—[Special.]—I.. B. 
Hanna, cousin of Mark Hanna, and Super- 
intendent of Forest Reserves for Arizona 
and New Mexico; A. F. Hermann, brother of 
Land Commissioner Binger Hermann, and

VOICE OF THE PEOPLE. 


Expert tor Consuls.” 

Chicago, Sept. 29.—[ Editor of The Tribune. I-In 
your interesting editorial in today's issue under 
the above heading. where “‘ fitness’ and expert 
knowledge are stated to be the qualifications 
most necessary, but hitherto lacking, in the pres- 
ent consular system, it might possibly interest 
intending applicants for censular training to learn 
that these appointments are by no means the 
sinecure, in other words. soft snaps, so many 
suppose them to be. The Consul is supposed to be 
the grand center of reference to whom every sub- 
ject, Whether Britéisher or American, in his dis- 
trict is to turn for help and information under 
the miost varied conditions. He is supposed to 
know everything that no one else knows and to 
possess unlimited Influence. His wisdom is known 
to pass the wisdom of Solomon, and his integrity 
must be absolutely unimpeachable. To him runs 
every fellow-countryman in distress; every one 
seeking an — ae age information of any 
and every conceivable kind; and, as if this were 
not enough, he is expected to supply with com- 
mendable regularity reports on the trade, manu- 
factures,*climate, ethics; and ‘ethn ology of the 
districts which he serves. He must speak multi- 
farious languages and know enough of all the. 
** ologies’’* to prevent him from making any mis- 
takes. He must possess the patience of a donkey 
and the good temper of a cherub. As & diplomat- 
ist he must be above e, and not only conten 
but willipg to take his life in his hand, and — 4 
to lose it in a street riot. 

We hear it repeatedly said that this or that par- 
ticular Consul has no competent knowledge of the 


true inwardness of trade, and there is. no doubt, 


manifest in their reports a lack of discrimination: 
and it is just this lack of discrimination that 
brings the Consul into disrepute. 

Both British and American traders alike in- 
variably expect a great deal too much from — 
Censuls. Unfortunately, when abroad, they are 
exceedingly helpless and expect the Consul to do 
for them that which they ought to do for them- 
selves. This is just what the Consuls are either 
unwilling but more frequently unable to do owing 
te their ignorance of the character of trading as 
a whole. A competent knowledge of the charac- 
teristics of the trade of different nations would 
prevent the Consul from falling into errors. Just 
as our merchants and manufacturers have had to 
learn a good deal from the Consul, so the Consul 
might 1 a good deal from the merchant if he 
would but try, The results attending the British 
gystem as regards character and efficiency are 

well known, and it fs to the searching character 
of the civil service examination as much as to any 
other thing that the excellence of the British serv- 
ice is due. Its discipline is never relaxed and its 
plan of inspection comprehensive and strict. There 
is no fear of unmerited displacement, while the

AUTHORITY ON RAILROAD Mar. 
TERS KILLED BY OVERWORK.

Formerly Commissioner of the Joint 
Traffic and the Central Trafic A- 


| Road—Had Recently Been Engaged 
in Preparing Exhaustive Report on 
Cost of Mail Transportation, the La- 
bor of Which n Teo Much. 


New York, Oct. 8—{ ial. ]—George R. 
Blanchard, one of the speci railroad 
men in this country, and, untl its dissolu- 

tion, the commissioner of the Joint Traffic 
association, died this morning at his home, 
1 Washington Square, North. . 

Overwork killed him. Mr. Blanchard had 
been engaged since June in the preparation 
of a report to the Congressional committee 
which is investigating the proposition to re- 
duce the compensatien of railways for trans- 
portation of mails. 

The railroad companies are opposing the 
measure. Last winter, when it was first 
proposed, a combination of leading roads 
employed Mr. Blanchard to represent them 
in the matter. He underteok to compile a 
report showing the cost of transporting the 
mail over every mile of railroad in the United 


Mr. Blanchard worked at his great problem 
from early morning until late at night. About 
two weeks ago he was forced to take to his 
bed. His nervous system was cempletely 


exhausted. 

Mr. Blanchard, who was 50 years old, be- 
gan his railroad career in 1855 as a clerk in 
the employ of the Cincifmati and Chicago 
road. He was subsequently connected with 
the Ohio and Mississippi, Central Ohio, Bal- 
timore and Ohio, and Erie roads, 
Vice President of the Erie in 1884. 

He served as commissioner of the Central 
Traffic associatien and then as chairman, 
and in 1896 became commissioner of the 
Joint Traffic association, holding the posi- 
tion until the association was dissolved. 

He was regarded as one of the highest au- 
thorities on railway rates in the country. 


The announcement of the death ef George 
R. Blanchard was received with deep regret 
by railroad officials in this city. 

As a writer on railroad subjects he was 
considered a peer, and the most conspicuous 
expert in the matter of solving transporta- 
tion preblems. As a public speaker he had 
few superiors among railroad officials. He 
was an expert in traffic affairs and had 
charge of the traffic departments ef some of 
the leading Eastern roads. Since the col- 
lapse of the Joint Traffic association about 
three years ago Mr. Blanchard has not been 
in active railway service. Mr. Blanchard 
has been suffering from kidney troubles for 
the last five or six years. He was only 59 
years old at the time of his death. He left a 
but no children.

SUPREME COURT CONVENES. 


Highest Judiciary Begins Yearly Ses- 
*slon—Neely Case Up Next 
Monday. 
Washington, D. C., Oct. 8—The United 
States Supreme Court convened today. All 
the members of the court were present ex- 
cept Mr. Justice Gray and Mr. Justice Me- 
senna, who are absent at Virginia Springs. 
Chief Justice Fuller announced that no mo- 
tions except those for admission to practice 


day, but that the docket would be called to- 
morrow. About tw 2 lawyers from the 
various States w admitted to practice. 
The session lasted only seven minutes. 

The number of cases on the calendar at 
the opening of the court today was 437, 134 
having deen added during the recess. This 
is twenty-three more cases than were upon 
the calendar at the opening of the court 
a year ago. 

Next Monday Solicitor Genera! Richards 
of the Department of Justice will submit a 
motion relative to the Neely case now pend- 
ing before the court on an appeal from the 
decision of Judge Wallace of New York, 
denying a writ of habeas corpus. The mo- 
tion probably will be made to advance the 
case. The Department of Justice is anxious 
to procure a decision upon the main question 
involved—viz.: the constitutionality of the 
law under which it is proposed to extradite 
Neely.to Cuba. There is grave danger, how- 
ever, of a dismissal of the appeals, owing to 
the difference of opinion which prevails as 
to the exact legal status of Neely. 

The application for a writ of habeas corpus 
before Judge W was made upon the 
theory that Neely was then in the custody 
of the United Statés Marshal under a pror- 
ess to be taken to Cuba, while Judge La- 
combe, before whom the original proceedings 
took place, insists that Neely was not in — 
custody of the United States Marshal, bu 
was held on an order of the court in ate 
shee proceedings. 

If the Supreme Court decides that he was 
in the cust of the United States Marshal 
the court be in a position to pass upon 
the constitutionality of the law and dispose 
of the matter. If not, there is no case before 
the court, and the matter will have to be dis-

CARNEGIE SAID TO PLAN RUIN OF 
AIS STRONGEST RIVALS. 


Cut in Price of Rails to $22 May Break 
Up the Big Pool, as Other Companies 
Cannot Sell at That Figure and Earn 
Dividends — Refusal of Railroad 
Presidents to Pay Present. Quota- 
tions Given as Reason for Action 

Few Orders Since Recent Reduction. 


New York, Oct. 8.—[Special.]J—A war 
among the great steel companies of the 
country is one of the possibilities of the com- 
ing winter. The Carnegie company, it is 
said, is about to cut the price of steel rails 
from $26 to $22, thereby breaking up the big 
pool, which was formed in this city several 
weeks ago by the Federal Steel company, 
the American Steel and Wire company, 
the National Steel company, the Carnegie 
company, and minor concerns. 

The Carnegie company, it is claimed, can 
sell rails at $21 a ton and make a fair profit, 
while the other companies cannot sell‘at less 
than $25 a ton and earn a dividend on their 
common stock. 3 

It is said that Mr. Carnegie is determined 
to force the big companies to the wall if pos- 
Railroads Refuse to Buy Rails. 


The reason of the proposed cut is the re- | 


fusal of railroad Presidents to pay the price 
demanded by the steel companies, which is 
regarded as extortionate, in view ot the pre- 
vailing price of steel billets. There have 
been several conferences at the Waldorf- 
Astoria and the Holland House within the 
last four days among prominent railroad 
men and the decision has been reached to 
withhold orders for steel rails as late as pos- 
sible with the view of taking advantage of 
323 cut may be made between now and 
an. 1. 
Few, if any, orders have been placed with 
the steel companies at present prices. 

The price of steel rails was recently cut 
In 1899, when steel 
‘billets were $32 a ton, Pittsburg delivery, the 

steel companies sold rails at $35 a ton and 
Now the price of steel 
billets has dropped to $16.50 a ton, yet the 
‘steel manufacturers have been unwilling to 
cut prices below $26. : 
. The big, overcapitalized concerns are the 
ones that are trying to force the high prices 
‘upon the railroads. However, the officers of 
these companies are declaring that they 
know of no dissatisfaction among the rail- 
road Presidents over the price charged. 


Hill Said to Direct Fight. 
The fight against the steel companies on 


the part of the rahroads is being led, it is 
said, by James J. Hill, President of the 


Great Northern. Mr. Hill said today, how- 


ever: 

The Great Northern is not in the market 
for steel rails. I think we shall need none 
the current year. Of course, I think the 
price is too high. I believe that $24 should 
have been the limit.“ 

The President of another large Western 
road said the same. 

A statement was given out by a man high 
in the councils of the Carnegie company to- 
day that the Carnegie company had enterel 
into no agreement to keep up prices. He 
continued: 

‘ “On the contrary, the purpose of the 
‘company is to seil the product as heretofore 
announced by Mr. Carnegie himself, at a fair 
manufacturer’s profit, the company not 


being obtiged, by reason of its capital, to 


‘take any question of dividends on watered 
stocks into account in fixing such price.’’

BIG STEEL PLANTS START UP. 


Illinois Steel and Pressed Steel Car 
Companies Resume Operations, 
Employing 1,300 Men. 


Joliet, III., Oct. 8.—[Special.]—The con- 
verter and billet mills of the Illinois Steel 
company and the entire plant of the Pressed 
Steel Car company started up this morning. 
Thirteen hundred men who have been in en- 
forced idleness since these works were shut 
down, and some for a still longer period, 
went to work again. 

It is announced that orders sufficient for 
a several months’.run are in sight. At the 
steel mills, according to the statement given 
out from the company’s office, 800 men were 
put to work, or 100 more than were laid off 
a week ago. The entire plant is now in ope- 
ration with the exception of the rod mills, 

The Pressed Steel Car company has put 
on a day and night turn, employing 500 
skilled workmen. The works have been 
shut down, getting in readiness for some 
heavy orders that are already on the books. 


TINPLATE MILLS RESUME WORK

Pittsburg, Pa., Oct. 8. — The American Tin-

Discussion of Committee’s Report Lasts 


Five Hours and Amendments Offered 
Fail to Pass—Some Object to Any 
Change in Westminster Confession, 
Others, Want a New One, and the 
Great Majority Desire an Addition 
Explaining Difficulties. 


The Presbytery of Chicago decided yester- 


day, in a meeting held at the Fourth Pres- 


byterian Church, to recommend to the Gen- 


| eral Assembly the preparation of a supple- 


mentary creed. The report of the Bills and 
Overtures committee, making the recom- 
mendation, was adopted by a vote of 86 
to 18 after a discussion lasting five hours. 
Three attempts were made to amend the 
report of the committee. One By Dr. D. C. 
Marquis of the McCormick Seminary was in 
the form of a substitute recording the Pres- 
bytery as against any change. The Rev. 


| William R. Notman, pastor of the Fourth 


Church, offered an amendment favoring a 
new short evangelical creed, and the Rev. 
Joseph A. Vance of the Hyde Park Church 
urged a complete and full supplemental 
creed. Both amendments and the substitute 
of Dr. Marquis were defeated by a substan- 
tial’ majority, the Presbytery showing at all 


times in the discussion that it was in favor 


éf a new creed or at least a substantial 
change in the present one. | 


The discussion of proposed alterations in 
the Westminster confession of faith has 
been in progress for a long time in the Pres- 
byterian Church, and the last General As- 
eembly asked for an expression by the vari- 
ous Presbyteries, its only way of securing 
the opinion of the members of the churches. 
The action of the Chicago Presbytery was 
in response to this request. In St. Louis in 
April a committee was appointed to submit 
certain propositions to the Presbyteries, and 
At the session of the Presbytery of Chicago 
at Peotone last week the Committee on Bills 


setting forth its loyalty to the Westminster 
confession and favoring “ the preparation of 
a simple and supplementary creed, setting 
forth the doctrines most widely and surely 
believed in among us, harmonizing with the 
system of doctrine in the confession, and 
embracing such additional statements of 
divine truth as, in these latter days, the 
fuller light of God’s word has brought to the 
knowledge of men.”

Amendments Voted Down. 


Dr. Marquis asked the passage of a motion 
that would place every minister and elder in 
the Presbytery on record. Professor M. 
Bross Thomas of Lake Forest University 
and Dr. W. 8. .Plumer Bryan of the 
Church of the Covenant favored the plan of 
Dr. Marquis. Dr. Herrick Johnson and Dr. 
W. J. Chichester opposed it vigorously, and 
it was lost by a large majority. Then in 
rapid succession the amendments of Dr. 
Notman and Dr. Vance were disposed of. 
So decided was the opinion of the Presbytery 
that it brought a sharp speech from the Rev. 
S. M. Johnson of Austin. 

‘ Brethren,” he said, have we come to 
the place where we cannot go back of the 


Westminster confession of faith to the 


scriptures? I never have been in a gather- 
ing of ministers where there has been a full 
and fair discussion of our standards. In 
McCormick Seminary often I wou'd ask 
questions concerning matters that troubled 
my mind, and was told: ‘ No, sir, you cannot 
discuss that question here.“ 

The statement elicited laughter, after 
which Mr. Johnson declared: 

It is not right to put the truth of God in 
a suppiement or a footnote. Let us open the 
twentieth century with a twentieth century 
ereed.“ 


Westminster Confession Old. 


In urging his amendment requesting the 
General Assembly to prepare a full supple- 
mental creed which practically would be a 
complete revision, Dr. Vance said: _ 

“The Westminster confession of faith is 
250 years old, and bears ail the marks of the 
antagonistic spirit and age in which it was 
born. It is not up to the thought of the day, 
and is behind the discoveries of the scientific 
world. It should be shelved as the church 
fathers shelved the Scottish creed and adopt- 
ed the Westminster confession.” 

** Creeds are fused in the heat of investiga- 


tion,“ said Dr. Marquis, speaking in support 


of the substitute he had offered urging no 
action. “ This is not a creed-making age, 
and there has not been enough ctudy on this 
theme. This is a day in which men are seek- 
ing things on which they agree instead of 
questions on which they disagree. In a re- 
vision the present confession would be con- 
fused where it ought to be plain.” — 

A little tilt occurred through a misconcep- 
tion by Dr. Bryan of the reading of the rec- 
ommendation of the Overtures committee 
and the position taken by Dr. Herrick John- 


son. He said the great question involved 


was: Shall the future of the church be gov- 
erned by a creed Calvinistic or simply evan- 
gelical? Dr. D. 8. Johnson of the committee 
and Dr. Herrick: Johnson took him to task 
for his statement, and an apology to both 
followed. Dr. Herrick Johnson closed the 
discussion with a clear statement of his 
views. 

There is no mention of the lave of God in 
the confession of faith,” he said. *“‘ What we 
want is a declaration in which the love of 
God is supreme. It is impressed upon us 
throughout the scriptures, and ought to be in 
the confession.” “ 

After the Presbytery had settled the dis- 
cussion by concurring in the recommenda- 
tion fot a supplemental creed it adjourned at 
5:15 o'clock.

Biennial Convention of the [Illinois 
Branch Will Be Held at Con- 
ton on Oct. 18 to 21. 


The best method to reach the 400,000 
Illinois young men in rural communities and 
the perfection of organizations in 510 towns 
in which there is no association at present 
will be discussed at the biennial State con- 
vention of the Young Men's Christian asso- 
ciation in Canton on Oct. 18 to 21 inclusive. 
Some of the moat prominent and experienced 
workers in the field will speak on this sub- 
ject in the hope of arousing every worker 
in Illinois to greater effort. 

The association has felt for some time that 
not enough attention has been paid to young 
men in villages and country districts. They 
are considered too numerous and valuable 
a class to be neglected longer, and from in- 
cidental attention the association intends to 
inaugurate a campaign which it hopes will 
result in the perfection of organizations 
wherever a young man may be influenced. 
In some towns the work has not proven as 
successful as anticipated, but villages have 
demonstrated that an organization can be 
maintained where deep interest is shown by 
the business-men and their young associates 
in the adjacent country. * 

More enthusiasm is expected at the con- 
vention than at any previous gathering of 
young men, because it is urged this is a sub- 
ject close to the heart of every one in the 
country. Robert Weidensall, the veteran 
secretary of the International committee, 
will lead the discussion. John Lake of Ken- 
tucky will speak on The 400,000 Illinois 
Young Men in Rural Communities.“ Mr. 
Lake has been remarkably successful in 
this kind of work and he will make known 
his methods for interesting young men. 
The Rev. Robert Johnston, D. D., London, 
Ontario, will speak on The New Leader.“ 
Central Secretary J. F. Oates of Chicago will 
deliver an address on “ The Association asa 
Factor in the Promotion of the Religious 
Life of Men and Boys.“ Don O. Shelton of 
New York will give Recent Observations 
in Palestine, made during a three months’ 
tour from which he has just returned.

Just a year ago Sir Charles Hall, in hig 
capacity of Recorder of the City of London, 
introduced the then Mr. Newton to the late 
Lord Chief Justice as the Lord Mayor-elect. 
Lord Chief Justice proceeded to 
harangue Mr. Newton on the iniquities of 
company promotion, in which he had gravely 
compromised his rep tation, and expressed 
the hope that he would immediately take 
legal stéps to clear his sadly damaged char- 
acter. In fact, the remarks addressed by 
the Lord Chief Justice from the bench to 


tie character that it was believed for a 
time that Mr. Newton would abandon the 
office to which he had been elected. He 
seemed in one word to be on the razor edge 
of ruin, when suddenly his luck turned. 
The Queen visited the city to keep up the 
spirits of her loyal subjects at the time of 
the disasters that marked the early stages 
of the south African war, and in actord- 
ance with tradition and usage Mr. Newton 
received a baronetcy in memory of the royal 
visit. He then organized the City Imperial 
Volunteer.Corps for south Africa, and like- 
wise raised two huge funds, one for the sick 
and wounded of the war, the other for the 
relief of the sufferers by the famine in 
India. 

Indeed, his Mayoralty has been an un- 
precedented success, and while the Lord 
Chief Justice, who so strongly censured him 
A year ago, and the Recorder whose half- 
hearted defense and weak efforts to excuse 
were even still more damaging than Lord 
Russell's remarks to Sir Alfred Newton are 
both dead and almost forgotten, the Lord 
Mayor, who entered upon his office amid 
such a storm of obloquy, is now leaving it 
on the high tide of popularity, and is not 
only slated for fresh honors from the crown 
but is likewise about to enter Parliament. 

The sensational absence of the Khedive 
from the celebration at Constantinople of the 
jubilee of the accession of the Sultan, as well 
as the failure of the Egyptian court to be in 
any Kay represented at the ceremonies, is 
entirely due to a harem quarrel. Fora num- 
ber of years the Khedtve's mother, and his 
wife as well, have been in the habit of spend- 
ing their summers at the lovely palace which 
the reigning Egyptian dynasty owns on the 
shores of the Bosphorus. By reason of the 
luxury which they displayed, and likewise 
by the superior freedom from restraint and 
semi-European independence which they en- 
joyed, they became to such an extent the 
leaders of native feminine society in the 
Turkish capital as to excite the intense 
Jealousy of the various Princesses of the 
Sultan's harem, in conséquence of which 
they were subjected to all sorts of annoy- 
ances and vexations on the part of the im- 


became intolerable. 

Last spring, therefore, when the weather 
became too warm to remain at Cairo, the 
consort and the mother of the Khedive left 
Egypt as usual in search of coole latitudes, 
but instead of directing the course of their 
yacht as usual to Constantinople they made 
their way to the Island of Rhodes, where 
the Khedive has a handsome palace and a 
large estate situated on high ground, in 
fact, a delightful summer residence. 

On it becoming known at Constantinople 
that the women of the Khedivial family pro- 
posed to forego their customary visit to 
Constantinople and to-sta¥ instead at their 


turbation ensued at the Yildiz Kiosk, and 
likewise much dismay among the various 
trades people of Constantinople, since the 
annual stay of the Khedivial Princesses had 
been a source of much trade and consequent 
‘prosperity. 
Telegram after tel m was dispatched 
by the Sultan to Cairo, as well as to the 
Island of Rhodes, urging, entreating, and 
finally commanding the Khediviah and the 
Kbediviah mother to come as usual to Con- 
stantinople for the summer. When, how- 
ever, these dispatches met with a courteous 
refusal the Sultan sent the most peremptory 
orders to Abeddin Pasha, the Governor Gen- 
eral of the archipelago in which the Island 
of Rhodes is situated, directing the expulsion 
of the entire Khedivial party from the island 
within the space of forty-eight hours. 

The orders were put into execution, and 
it is quite natural that after this gross af- 
front to which the wife and the mother of 
the Khedive have been subjected by the Sul- 
tan the relations between the courts 
of Cairo and of Stamboul should be strained 
to the breaking point. : 

The utmost sympahty is felt with that 
exceptionally lovely girl, Miss Sheilah West, 
whose engagement to the Duke of Westmin- 
ster, the greatest matrimonial parti in. 
Europe and the wealthiest peer of the Brit- 
ish empire, has now been officially broken 
off under circumstances that are particular- 
ly painful. 

It may be recalled that the match met 
from the outset with an immense amount of 
opposition on the part of the family of the 
young Duke, who was virtually exiled to 
south Africa by his mother, the Countess of

Duke returned to England under the pretext 
of settling some urgent business matters, but 
in reality to become formally engaged to Miss 
West, at whose mother’s house he spent the 
whole of the three weeks that he staid in 
England. The opposition of his own family 
to the match became more bitter than ever, 
and it was determined at all costs to break 
it off. The engagement has been broken off 
by Miss West herself, and it ean only be 
hoped that the young Duke's family have 
had no share directly or indirectly in the 
somewhat unsavory circumstances "which 
have led to the rupture. For the Duke nas 
become blindly infatuated with the wife of 
a brother officer, a woman fifteen years his 
senior, whom he met in south Africa, and so 
public has been his association with her, 
which ended in their sailing for England 
on board the same ship, that the deserted 
husband has no alternative but to institute 
divorce proceedings, in@®which the young 
Duke will figure unless matters can in some 
way be arranged. 

Miss Sheilah West, as every one knows, 
is the sister of the lovely Princess Henry of 
Pless, at one moment object of admira- 
tlon on the part of the Duke of York, and it 
is no secret that the Duchess of York's sym- 
pathies in this controversy on the subject 
of Miss Sheilah West between the Grosve- 
nors and Wests have been all on the side of 
the former, Lady Marguerite Grosvenor, 
now Duchess of Teck, being her sister-in- 
law.

Before the day was 
over the great tenor had secured an intro- 
duction to the actress and complimented her 
highly on her singing. “ With such a voice,” 
said he, you should go on the stage. Go to 
Milan for a year’s study, then you may sing 
in grand opera.”’ 

“I am already on the stage,“ replied the 
girl. “I act Juliet and Lady Macbeth, and 
all kinds of fine tragic parts. 

Leave them all alone,“ almost demanded 
Brignoll. With your voice you would have 
a far more distinguished success on the 
operatic than on the dramatic stage. 

These words, coming from so great an 
artist, interested the young actress greatly, 
but they did not lead her from the path she 
had chosen. Miss Anderson often sang for 
her own enjoyment, and frequently promised 
herself lessons in voice culture at some dis- 
tant day, when she might have more time to 
herself. This time did not come, however, 
until she had quit the stage entirely and en- 
tered private life as Mrs. de Navarro.

composer. 

Sings to Aid Her Church. 

The De Navarros live in a beautiful home 
at Broadway, near Evesham, in Worcester- 
shire. They fréquently worship in a little 
church in the Village of Broadway, and, as 
much as her health will permit, Mre. De 
Navarro interests herself in its affairs. 
Like most small churches, this one needed 
funds, which fact the parishioners were ap- 
prised of, the De Navarros among the rest. 
“Why don’t you organize a concert and 
sing for them yourself?“ suggested Mr. De 
Navarro to his wife one day. 

“The suggestion is good, so far as the 
concert is cancerned,”’ said the wife, “ but 
how am I going to take part when I said I 
would never act again?“ | 

But you are not going to act,” persigted 
the husband, vou are simply going to 
sing.“ And so the project for a concert was 
set in motion. 

The De Navarros are well known in Lon- 
don socially, and it was an easy matter for 
the services of such artists as Miss Fanny 
Davies, the pianist; Joseph O’Mara, the 
tenor; and Arthur Grover, the baritone, to 
be secured. Mr. Korbay, Mrs. De Navarro’s 
instructor, was particularly pleased with 
the idea of heari his pupil in public and 
graciously consented not only to be her 
accompanist but to compose five songs for 
the occasion, the words of which were writ- 
ten by Miss Maude Valerie White, a near 
neighbor of the De Navarros. The town 
hall at Evesham was secured for the enter- 
tainment and the countryside was properly 
** billed.”’ 

Concert Hall Is Too Small. 

The concert came off two nightsago. Such 
an outpouring was never before seen in 
Evesham, not even on circus days. And 
despite the enormous prices charged for 
seats—some as high as $2.50—the hall was 
unable to contain all who sought admissidh. 
The Countess of Gainsborough and Viscount 
Campden were among the fortunate ones. 

Here is a description of the concert writ- 
ten by an American who was present:

Generous with Her Encores. . 
Only a prima donna could sing like that, 
and not many prime donne even could sing 
with that freshness of voice so suggestive 
of singing in a village choir. Yet it could 
hardly be a prima donna who responded so 
freely time and again with encore after 
encore. And surely never a prima donna 
would stand there before us all, laughing 
mischievously, while her pianist and ‘ train- 
er’ wished her to sing one song while she 
insisted on singing another. Just how many 
songs she sang I cannot tell. The program 
sdid five. With encores to each that would 
mean ten, but I am sure there were more. 
Anyhow, it was one long, sunny afternoon 
of song, brought all too soon to u close by 
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from 4 Winter's Tale.“ When I made 
my first appearance in London years ago 
they were playing it as I went on the stage. 
And, stranger still, the musicians who played 
then were the same. And this is positively 
my last appearance in public.“ 

This last statement is qualified by some 
of the London papers to the extent of say- 
ing while there is no possibility of Mrs. 
De Navarro ever returning to the stage, it 
may be that she will in be heard in the 
cause of charity. No Aoubt she will have 
enough requests, should she accept them 
all, to occupy most of her times.

Here blood has flowed like water; here Popes 
have entered in triumph, and from the mar- 
ble pulpit with its curious Gothic figures just 
back of you the saintly Bernardino of Sienna 
preached peace to repentant foes whose fury 
would, inside of two or three days, break 
out afresh and not rest until death had laid 
its hand upon one or the other of them. In 
front stands the Palazzo Publico, called also 
the Palazzo Municipio, a work of the thir- 
teenth century, with its splendid Gothic 
facadé, a perfect joy in the impetuosity of 
its lines and in the absence of that mathe- 
matical monotony so characteristic of Amer- 
ican city halls. 

On the right, sending its stream of liquid 
purity into the air, rises the great fountain 
from its cradle of three basins, still adorned 
with the allegorical and biblical stories 
carved on it 600 years ago by Niccolo Pisano 
and Arnolfo of Florence, a living witness to 
the truth that all great art, all art that lives 
and pleases, either tells a story or performs 
some use, or does both in the same breath, 
like this dear old fountain, which even to 
hoary age is a thing of beauty and of use. 
Up these same streets have climbed St. 
Dominic in his white and black robes and St. 
Francis of Assisi in his brown monk’s cowl. 
Here they have embraced and held sweet 
converse together 


Home of Raphael’s Master. 

But, best of all, Perugia is known as the 
home of Perugino, the master of Raphael, 
the divine painter. Here he lived for eight 
years, from boyhood to manhood, working 
side by side with his friend Pinturicchio. 
Here helped his master in the frescoing 
of the Collegio del Cambio, the old Cham- 
ber of Commerce, a small hall now preserved 
as a priceless treasure of art and which is 
entered directly from the busy main street, 
the Corso Vanucci. What frescoes those 
are! They fill you with their atmosphere: 
they lift you out of time, into space and 
eternity; they tell you that the great founda- 
tion stones of life and of honorable com- 
merce are wisdom, fortitude, justice, and 
temperance. They are pictures that smile 
back at you and warm you andinspire. The 
Christ is there on the Mount of Transfigura- 
tion—a vision of faith. The holy mother 
and child with the adgring magi are also 
there—a revelation of divine love—while in 
the ceiling the Greek world sings the mel- 
ody of nature. Here Apollo drives the 
ehariot of the dawn 100 years before Guido 
Reni painted his masterpiece in the Palazzo 
Rospighosi.. Here is heralded that reconcili- 
ation of pagan and Christian art whose 
crowning glory is later recorded in the 
Vatican galleries and in the Sistine Chapel. 

Fifteen miles from Perugia is Assisi—the 
Jerusalem of Italy—and, after Rome, the 
oldest place of pilgrimage in Europe for the 
Catholic world. It ig the birthplace of St. 
Francis, called from his holy life Peter 


saint, Dante and Goethe have enshrined 
ized him in art. His rays are like those of 


who believe in enthusiasm and who aspire 
after a higher life. 

A drive from Perugia in the early morn- 
ing was a thing to be remembered forever.

In 1840 traces of a consular Roman road 
were discovered by some workmen, and on 
their report excavations were begun which 
have resulted in the present valuable find. 
An archmologica)l find here is like the dis- 
covery ot a California gold mine at home. 
It is instantly taken under the protection 
of the: national government and watched 
over with the tenderest care, for its future 
constitutes a source of revenue to the na- 
tional treasury, besides serving to increase 
the accumulation of science and art. This 
special tomb is regarded as a most excellent 
specimen of ancient sepulchral architecture. 
It was evident that, like the Romans, the 
Etruscans had the habit of rebuilding their 
burial places.and moving.the remains of 
their ancestors from one tomb to another. 
Here were represented two distinct epochs, 
as Was shown by the difference in the ma- 
used and in the inscriptions which 
‘were in two languages. One was Roman 
and the other was unintelligible, but it is 
supposed to be Etruscan. The tomb con- 
sists. of a main vestibule or aisle terminat- 


ing mm an end chamber. Here are the fu- 


neral urns of the paterfamilias and the 
more important members of the family. On 
either side of the vestibule are four smaller 
chambers. The whole indicates that it was 
modeled after a wooden house, such a resi-

winged women figures with serpents on their 
heads, the dress, the usual Greek tunic, 
fastened by a girdle at the waist. Every urn 
had its own ornamentation, although one 
found the same forms repeated in different 
combinations.

From the tomb of the Velunni to the lower 
chapel of St. Francis at Assisi, forever con- 
secrated by the frescoes of Giotto though 
separated by over 4,000 years of time, is 
really no distance at all, for the spirit in 
which Giott conceived his art was identical 
with the spirit of old Etruscan art. The art 
ef both is the art of telling a story with 


dramatle power and vividness. Both periods. 


recognize the human figure as the supreme 
messenger of art and no fear of posterity's 
criticism has deterred them from using it 
their way. Equally have they had the cour- 
age to follow nature and the heart to appre- 
ciate her. Theirs was no sécond-hand art. 
They got it for themselves,direct from their 
ewn experience, and they were dominated 
only by their own ideals. And because they 
were true to themselves and did not hesitate
